THE STATUS OF THE WATER @AUGE 


A Record of the Rainy Days 
Now Past. 


The incessant rains of the past few days 
almost convinced people that there was another 
deluge to come, and among the ward poli- 
ticians there was ap incipient movement to 
elect a Noah. 

Happily, this will not be necessary. i 

Since last Wednesday mb?ning we have had 
rain enough to cause disastrous floods if it had 
been concentrated in forty-eight to sixty hours, 
but the rain took a breaking spell on 
Saturday, and gave the accumulated water 
in the streams nearly twenty-four hours 
to get out of the way before the great rain of 
Sunday came. That one day’s rest was prov- 
idential, for without it millions of acres would 
have been flooded and an immense amount of 
property would have been damaged. 

“If the rain of the five days had all fallen in 
forty-eight hours, it would have seriously 
troubled several towns in Georgia; but as it 
happens, there is no serious damage, and will 
not be, for the water will be well out of the 
way before another heavy rain. There is not 
in sight on the weather map a rain center that 
is at all likely to come this way, and ifa new 
one should appearin Texas or Arizona this 
morning, it would take it two days to get here. 

The situation on the Mississippi is not yet 
bad, but there is a rainstorm over the head- 
waters in the north and west, and the present 
size of the father of waters is not likely to 
to diminish rapidly. Yesterday morning its 
height at Memphis was thirty-four feet eight 
inches, which is sufficient to flood the Arkan- 
sas bottoms for miles. As that is almost‘ 
yearly occurrence, and is expected, no great 
damage will result. 

On the Mississippi side there is not likely to 
be trouble unless the levee breaks. It has been 
greatly strengthened since last year’s flood, 
and with the present stage of the water, no 
trouble is apprehended. 

Western travel by the Georgia Pacific rail- 
road is notin danger. That line runs through 
the high rolling country in upper Mississippi, 
and is above high water. At Greenville, the 
lowest point, there is no trouble. A

The unbroken gloom of the past three weeks 
tended to depress people and fill their minds 
with forebodings. ineteen of the twenty- 
eight days in February were cloudy, and the 
first week of March had only a few hours of 
sunshine.

It is 
the same with vegetation. For 
days and daysthe gardens and the budding 
leaves did not see the sun. The soil could not 
be plowed and the seed could not be put in the 
ground. The flowers almost ceased to bloom 
and there was nothing touching the senses but 
the monotonous drip, drip of the rain. 

At last there is prospect of clear, cool 
weather for a few. days in the 
southern states. In ‘ the mean- 
time, a great rainstorm is making 
its way from the northwest to the great lake. 
There is at this writing no sign of a rain or a 
stormon the gulf. The barometer at Key 
West, where the effect of the storm is first felt, 
stands at the normal height. 

Yesterday morning’s map showed a cold 
wavein Texas. It dropped down from the 
bleak northwest, bringing what is known 
as a ‘“‘norther,’’ and sending the mercury down 
to twenty-eight at San Antonio. The cold 
wave rapidly made its way eastward, and at 8 
o'clock yesterday morning its advance guard 
had reached Atlanta with a temperature of 
forty-four. 

Strange to say Savannah had not felt its in- 
fluence at all, and the temperature was twenty 
degrees higher than in Atlanta.

HOVE BROKEN THEIR BANKS 


And the Streets of Augusta Are 
Flooded. 


THE ALARM JS SOUNDED EARLY. 


Calling the People to the Work 
of Preservation. 


Avousta, Ga. March 9.—[Special.]— 
Augusta is partly under water tonight. 

The rains for the past week have done their 
work well, and the rise in the river has been 
sudden and rapid. 

The waters of the Savannah river have 
overfiown and inundated a great part of 
Augusta. The rise commenced yesterday, 
and has been steady at a phenomenal rate 
ever since. The rainfall here yesterday, 
however, only amounted to one and forty 
one-hundredths of an inch. 

The grave apprehension of a freshet bps 
come true. 

THE ALARM SENT OUT.  ¢ 

Just before day this morning the police 
were sent out to alarm the peoplein the upper 
section of the city, near the river, who were 
unaware that they were surrounded by the 
water, which was quickly coming up and 
flowing into the houses. The people were 
greatly alarmed by the appearance of the 
water. Many knew whatit was. They had 
experienced the flood of two yearsago. All 
night and all day the river has kept rising, 
and each hour the people have become more 
alarmed and more apprehensive. 

At 6 o’clock this morning the water had 
reached thirty-one feet, and wascoming up six 


inches an hour. 
Atnoon it reached thirty-three and a half 


feet, and was rising three inches an hour. The 
people knew then what could be expected, 
and what was coming, and commenced making 
preparations for a flood. 

THE MOVING BEGINS. 

It was a timely precaution, for at 3 o’clock 
this afternoon, the water commenced breaking 
through the sewers and filling the low streets 
and submerging the thoroughfares. Hun- 
dreds of people have been made homeless, 
forced to leave their houses for the protection 
of life. The poorer classof people are suffer- 
ers. Teams are tonight moving families with 
their household effects through the water from 
the flooded section to dry land. Many families 
have been forced to.move to the second stories 
of their homes for safety. 

SAVING THEIR GOODS. 

Tonight the merchants are busy piling their 
stocks above high water mark, fearing the 
water may fill Broad street in the business 
section. The town is full of excitement and 
bathed in water. The river has reached out 
and embraced the city, and made an open sea 
of it. Hundreds of people at work have been 
caught and are water-bound, and are making 
their way for home in canoes, hacks and every 
other conceivable way. Churches are being 
used as warehouses for the storage of furniture 
and household effects. 

THE MILLS SHUT DOWN. 

All the mills and factories have been closed 
down all day, and this afternoon the electric 
cars were forced to stoprunning, as water had 
submerged the track, on Broad and Marbury, 
on Marbury south of Broad, on Twiggs south 
of Fenwick, also McKinnie, south of Broad. 
That portion of the city that is now inun- 
dated is the north side of Broad street, from 
the Planters’ hotel up to Marbury street, 
and is covered entirely from Marbury 
street up to the west boundary, 
on all the streets south of Fenwick, and the 
water is quickly filling up the streets between 
Fenwick and Broad. The water now makes 
Walker street impassable west of the Union 
depot, and it is flowing down Greene street as 
far as Kollock. The whole city is encom- 
passed, or made an island, as water 
is on nearly every street in the city, 
but does not entirely cover them aill. 

NO LOSS OF LIFE. 

As yet no loss of life by drowning is re- 
ported. 

Early this morning Sergeant Fisher, at the 
signal service bureau, gave out the fallowing: 

From advices received throughout the water 
shed territory of the Savannah river, there has 
been an average rainfall of four inches, In the 
patt two days slightly heavier in the northern part 
of Georgia and western South Carolina, and grad- 
ually increasing coastward. 

This condition, with clearing weather to follow 
by night, should not permit the river to rise at 
Augusta higher than thirty-four feet, city bridge 
as measurement. 

THE RISE OF THE RIVER. 

Sergeant Fisher missed it. The river 
reached thirty-four feet at 5 o’clock this 
afternoon, and was then still rising three 
inches an hour, the rate it has been coming up 
for the past four hours. Mr. Keener, superin- 
tendent of the bridge, who is more familiar 
with the river than anybody in the city, says 
he thinks the river will continue rising until 
midnight, and will commence falling about 2 
o’clock in the morning. 

The weather bas been clear here today, and 
the same report is received f om" the up coun- 
try, and a cold wave has set in, which is en- 
couraging and favorable for an early fall of 
the water. 

RAILROADS STOP WORK. 

On account of the deluge the Port Royal and 
Western Carolinarailroads and the Central 
road suspended business early this morning, 
and no trains were or could have been sent out 
today. 

Hamburg, just across the river, is completely 
under water, which is not an unusual thing for 
that town. The canal is safe and all right, 
though water is flowing over the banks at its 
levels. 

Tbe latest news from the river is that noth- 
ing but a fiood is ahead. The town is in dark- 
ness, as the electric lights are shut off. 

AN ENGINEER KILLED. 


Engineer Charles Davenport was killed in an 
accident on the Macon branch of the Georgia 
railroad last night. He was atthe throttle of 
engine No. 28, of the night express, that left 
Macon at 8 o’clock last night. About 9:30 
o’clock, as the train was running slow, at the 
fifty-seven mile post, two miles east of Had- 
dock’s, looking out for washouts, the engine 
ran into a wash on a culvert.

The Highest Mark. 

The river at 11 o’clock read at the gauge on the 
city bridge thirty-five feet, and is still rising two 
inches an hour. The water has passed Campbell 
street, on Broad, and has reached half way to 
Jackson street, and is rapidly coming down. The 
water is spreading on all sides, and it is impossi- 
ble to get beyond a limited districtin the heart 
of the business center. The merchants will not 
lose much by the freshet, as nearly all the goods 
are piled up beyond reach of the water. The 
whole town is awake watching the water 
make headway. Nearly all the policemen 
are relieved from duty tonight, as their beats are 
out of sight. 

Your correspondent left the Planters’ hotel at 8 
o'clock p, m., without inconvenience, but was un- 
able to return at 11 o’clock, as the water was sev- 
eral feet deep on the square between Campbell 
and McCartan streets. 

Sergeant Wambough, of the signal service bu- 
reau, has just said that the Flint river has reached 
as high a mark as it will go. 

AUGUSTA AT MIDNIGHT. 

The river at midnight reached 35 feet, 2 
inches. It holds its own, and is still rising two 
inches an hour. 

THE ONLY CASUALTY. 

Florence Edwards, an inmate of an uptown 
bagnio, while going home tonight in a boat, 
capsized on Keynolds street. She fell 
out of the boat and narrowly escaped 
drowning. She was saved by Shine Hannah, 
who dived deep into the muddy stream and 
rescued her. Thisis the only accident so far 
reported. 

THE TICKET OFFICE CLOSED. 

Union Ticket Agent Gibbes has wired all 
the railroad officials that he had to abandon 
his office on account of the water being several 
feet{deep in the ticket office. He has sent the 
contents of the office up the Georgia road. 

THE LATEST TELEGRAM. 


No perceptible change at 1 o’clock this 
morning. The water is thought to be at a 
stand, or between a stand and a slight rise. It 
is thought the worst is now over. 


The Floods Along the Flint. 

Fort VaLuizy, Ga., March 9.—{Special.]— 
There was over four inches of rainfall in this 
section from yesterday at noon until midnight. 
Considerable damage was done to farm Jands, 
and the farmers who have planted corn are 
very blue. The Southwestern railroad track 
was washed out for forty yards this side of 
Montezuma, and all trains delayed. The 
streets here were very badly damaged, and a 
Jarg® culvert washout on one of the leading 
thoroughfares, which will take two weeks to 
fillin again. Water is standing from an inch 
to three feet deep in all the basins of this level 
land, and plowing will be retarded fully ten 
days. The watersin Flint river rose very 
rapidly during the day, and are still rising. 
There is danger of large numbers of stoc 
being drowned on the several large stock farms 
along the river, among them Senator Gordon’s. 
The damage can not be estimated now. 


The Raging Waters. 


Macon, Ga., March 9.—{Special.]~The re- 
cent heavy rains, and especially the floods of 
yesterday, are getting in their work on the 
railroads leading into this city. 

The traék of the East Tennessee road at 
Dame’s hpi afew miles above Macon, is 
completly submerged by water and no trains 
can pass until the waters subside.

THE EXPLANATION 48 TO WHY. 
IT WItkL TAKE PLACE. 


The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
Serve Notice of a Strike on Superin- 
tendent Glover. 


Marietta, Ga., March 9.—[Special.]—A 
committee from the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers waited upon Superintendent J. 
B. Glover, of the Marietta and North Georgia 
Railroad Company, at his office in’ Marietta 
this evening, and informed him that a general 
strike of all the engineers on that road would 
take place tomorrow morning at promptly 6 
o’clock. 

The committee, consisting of S. H. Brewer, 
W. H. Thrash and I. Kendrick, made no de- 
mands upon the superintendent, but simply 
informed him that the strike would take place. 
Although the strike was not contemplated and 
entirely unexpected, and not made known by 
the committee of informers until 2 o’clock this 
afternoon, it will not have the effect of imped- 
ing the traflic of the road. . 

Superintendent Glover, always equal to the 
occasion, at once began active preparations to 
meet the strike, and has announced that new 
men will be on hand and ready to step into the 
places made vacant, and that all passenger 
trains will be run over the Marietta and North 
Georgia railroad tomorrow, as usual, on sched- 
ule time. 


The coming strike on the Marietta and 
North Georgia was discussed in Atlanta by 
railroad men last night, and the discussion 
was a free one. 

The real causes of the strike are not known, 
but there are several stories current touch- 
ing them. 

Several days ago, so one story goes, Receiver 
Glover discharged three engineers on the road 
and refused to reinstate them. Soon after the 
discharge Chief Arthur, of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, came to Atlanta. 

This was last week. , 

While here he went to Marietta and had 
conference with Receiver Glover, during 
which he attempted to have the discharged 
men reinstated. 

Mr. Glover, however, refused to comply 
with-Chief Arthur’s request and there the 
matter rested until yesterday. 

It is stated by the same authority that the 
strike which begins this morning is the result 
of the discharge. 

Nearly ali the engineers and firemen on the 
road are brotherhood men, and it is said that 
the receiver will not be able to fill their places, 
with members of the order at least. 

The committee who called upon Mr. Glover 
yesterday presented a paper to which they 
asked his signature. He refused to sign the 
paper, and was then informed that that the 
last engineer and fireman on the road would 
strike. : 

The contents of that paper are not known. 

Mr. Glover says he will never again employ 
one of the men who goes on the strike.

writing. 
WHAT BRUNSWICK SAYS. 

Captain U. Dart, of Brunswick, is quoted by 
The Timesas making a very strong and digni- 
fied protest in the matter. 

He believes that the choosing of an encamp- 
ment site should be left to the military: com- 
panies of the state. 

“We went into the contest,’’ he says, ‘ander 
the conditions regulating the bids, but failed to 
receive recognition by a vote of the advisory 
board. We are not complaining that we 
failed in this particular, but we do object to 
the method by which the board concluded its 
labors; and while we claim no rights under 
their action, we do claim that other competing 
points which did secure recognition have been 
injured by this result. Our committee urged, 
and had the assurance from some mem- 
bers of the board, that points com pet- 
ing, having representation upon the 
board, would be urged not to vote in the selec- 
tion of a site as being unjust to those not hav- 
ing the same advantages. The result has 
been clearly demonstrated by Macon’s delega- 
tion voting Macon first, Mast and at all times. 
This integral influence has been felt in the 
final result. Coming to the actual facts, is it 
the people at large, the cities competing, the 
advisory board or the volunteer companies 
of the state who are most interested 
in this matter? The militia have 
kept up their organizations, by the pay- 
ment of dues, purchase of uniforms and all 
necessary expenses, and their wishes should be 
consulted ; for upon the satisfaction guaranteed 
to them depends their future enlistment, anda 
penurious idea of economy upon the part of 
the board, forcing the militia to do what may 
not be pleasurable or agreeable to them, may 
to a certain extent destroy the effective force 
of our state er 

“A solution: Let the adjutant general mail 
notice to each company to express its choice of 
the sites bidding, within say ten days, and a 
majority of the c6mpanies voting for any one 
of the points, let it be selected by the board. 
This will relieve the board of the unpleasant- 
ness now surrounding its action, and puts upon 
the volunteer force of the state the responsi- 
bility of its own selection. 

‘*It cannot be urged that by this process an 
injudicious selection would be made, for the 
board has examined all the sites, and from the 
information derived, they have all been pro- 
nounced good, and as they have discarded the 
idea of cash in the bids, and as all the points 
have bid the location and a sufticiency to erect 
the necessary buildings, it will then rest as a 
matter of preference with the militia and 
those most affected and interested in the 
matter.”

ARGUMENTS BEFORE THE COMMIS- 
SION YESTERDAY. 


State Attorneys Object to Dealing with 
Receivers—Lessees’ Counsel Oppose 
the Point. 


The commission appointed to readjust the 
allowance of betterments to the old lessees of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad, met in the 
senate chamber yesterday morning and lis- 
tened to the argument of the opposing counsel 
ona teclinicality, but reserved decision till 
today. 

There were present at the meeting the full 
commission, consisting of Judge N. J. Ham- 
mond, Mr. J. C. C. Black, Mr. Walter B. 
Hill, Mr. D. T. Hughes, Mr. J. W. Warren, 
Captain G. A. Mercer, Mr. C. D. McCutcheon 
and Mr. G. Gunby Jordan. 

The attorneys present for the state were Co- 
lonel Anderson, attorney genera] pro tem.; 
Mr. W. Y. Atkinson and Judge J. I. Hall. 
The lessees were represented by Mr. J. B. 
Cumming, Judge Boykin Wright and Mr. 
Julius L. Brown. 

Of the two receivers for the old company, 
Colonel Stahlman and Hon. Joe Brown, the 
former only was present. 

The question for consideration was one 
postponed from a previous meeting of the 
commission. The commission was called upon 
to decide whether or not the plaintiffs in the 
case should be the receivers or the old lessee 
company. 

Judge Hall, forthe state, argued that the 
company should sue the state for the amount 
claimed—$731,000—and as it was not doing so, 
but was presenting its claim through the re- 
ceivers, the case should be thrown out. 

Mr. Brown, who appeared for *hé\ lessees, 
said the receivers appointed by Judge Pardee, 
gf the fifth judicial circuit, were the proper 
persons to deal with, and that the act passed 
at the last session of the legislature prolong- 
ing the charter of the old company for pur- 
poses of litigation was practically useless, and 
could not be enforced. 

Major Cumming followed in a short argu- 
ment for the lessees, supporting Mr. Brown’s 
position on the question of suing through the 
receivers, but said that should the commissioz 
decide against it, they were perfectly willing 
to abide by the decision. 

Colone] Anderson, for the state, directly con- 
troverted the arguments of the opposing 
counsel, and held that-the commission should 
refuse to deal with the receivers and should 
either dismiss the case, or amend it by making 
the lessee company the plaintiff. 

Adjournment was made without a decision, 
and the matter will be taken up again at9 
o’clock this morning.

According to the statistics collected by 
Bradstreet’s, the failures last year amounted 
to 115 in every 10,000 persons engaged in 
business in the United States. These fail- 


ures are thus classified as to their causes:

It will be seen that lack of capital ac- 
counts for about 40 per cent of the failures, 
and most of the others are: caused by impru- 
dence or ignorance of business. As a rule, 
when a man fails in business, he has been 
trying todotoo much, trusting too much, 
or spending too much, or all three. 

Many merchants are anxious to carry 
heavy stocks to impress their competitors 
with the idea that they are very prosperous, 
and the same ambition leads them to spend 
fmore than they can afford to maintaina 
prominent place in society. So they over- 
stock themselves and run into extravagance. 

A happy contrast will be found in the 


lives of our farmers, after making due } 


allowance for their burdens and difficulties. 
It is true that some farmers buy too much 
and spend too much. Some start with too 
little capital, and others never learn how to 
runafarm. Many of them attempt to do 
too much. All this may be admitted, and 
still the fact stands out that farming is a 
much safer and more independent occupa- 
tion than that of a merchant, Farmers 
rarely fail. Even when they are unfortu- 
nate they struggle along, pay a higher inter- 
est than anybody else, and yet manage to 
hve. They do not go with their families to 
starve in tenement houses, as many broken- 
down merchants do in our large cities. They 
are not likely to accumulate big fortunes, 
but on the other hand they escape the worry 
and nervous excitement of the merchants 
whose business is subject to numerous risks, 
to say nothing of competition and disastrous 
panics. 

Of course, these reflections will not prevent 
farmers from selling out and moving to town 
to engage in trade. They will go their own 
way. But the statistics here presented con- 
cerning the causes of business failures will 
suggest something that may be profitable to 
them. | 


A Broken Reed.

* Editor Dana’s Visit to Atlanta. 

Undoubtedly the most famous American 
journalist now living is Mr. Charles A. 
Dana, the editor and proprietor of The New 
York Sun. 

Mr. Dana has distinguished himself in 
many lines of thought and action. He has 
established and maintained the mode] news- 
paper of the country. He is a master 
of style, a man of affairs, a scientist, a trav- 
eler, and a scholar, familiar with the lan- 
guages and the literature of many lands. 

This busy journalist has found time in the 
midst of his labors to edit the ‘‘American 
Cyclopedia,’’ the work in itself of a life- 
time. He has edited other volumes that are 
among the treasures of our literature. No 
bolder, brainier, more cultured writer can 
be found among the newspaper workers of 
our day. 

In the columns of The Sun, Mr. Dana for 
many years past has made it a labor of love 
to champion the rights of the south, and 
present her advantages and resources in the 
most favorable light. It is only natural that 
he should desire to get better acquainted 
with our people, and his trip through sev- 
eral southern states this week will giye him 
the desired opportunity. 

Mr. Dana will reach Atlanta Thursday 
morning, and will spend the day here, leay- 
ing in the evening for Brunswick. During 
his stay in our city he will be made to feel 
at home. No visitor could receive a heartier 
weicome, and our citizens will take pleasure 
in making their guest realize the fact that 
he is among his friends and admirers, 


A Hint to the Southwest. 

The prevalence of smallpox in many south- 
western localities this winter has caused 
general alarm, and has seriously interfered 
with business. 

In Texas, cities and towns have been 
quarantined, and persons attempting to leave 
them have been forced back by pickets 
armed with shotguns. All the incidents of 
a yellow fever scare have been repeated, and 
thoughtful people are beginning to look for- 
ward to smallpox as an epidemic greatly to 
be dreaded in future. 

Now, for a few facts. In Montreal small- 
pox frequently makes a disastrous visitation. 
The large French population will not submit 
to vaccination. Over the frontier in the 
large northern cities, Boston and New York, 
for instance, the disease is not feared because 
vaccination is compulsory. In Germany the 
average death rate from smallpox is 110 in 
100,000, while in France it is 14,000. Vac- 
cination is strictly enforced in the former 
country and not in the latter. 

The cities and towns of the southwest will 
do we}l to heed the lesson contained in these 
facts and figures. Vaccination is decidedly 
more pleasant than smallpox, and people 
should be compelled by the authorities to 
undergo it in every place where the pest 
threatens to become epidemic. 


Vexing the People. 

New York has had -a compulsory educa- 
tional law on her statute books seventeen 
years. 

This law has never been enforced, and the 
reason given for such apparent negligence is 
that it is not sufficiently backed by public 
opinion. 

In the face of this state of affairs an effort 
will be made to get the present legislature to 
pass a similar compulsory educational bill. 
The new measure provides that all children 
between the ages of seven and eleven must 
attend a school or be taught at home every 
day that the public schools are in session. 


| Children over eleven and under fourteen 


must attend school at least fourteen weeks a 
year. Suitable penalties are provided for 
the violation of the law by parents and 
guardians. 

The experience of seventeen years with 
the existing law should warn the New York 
statesmen that it will not do in this free 
country for the state to attempt to abolish 
the old-fashioned Daddy. It may be un- 
pleasant toadmit, but it is nevertheless a 
fact, that parents have a right to control 
their children, and they can keep them out 
of school all the time if they feel so inclined. 
In many communities there are large num- 
bers of wretchedly poor people, who cannot 
keep body and soul together without the 
labor of their children. A compulsory school 
law would drive these unfortunates into 
crime or vagrancy, or the state would have 
to complete its educational scheme by com- 
ing to the relief of the poorer class of citi- 
zens. 

The whole business is so impracticab = 
and objectionable that all experiments in 
that direction should be vigorously opposed 
from the start. The less the state has to do 
with family government the better for all 
concerned. 


Depew on - Editorials. 
Mr. Chauncey Depew is reported as saying 


that people have no time to read editorials. 
| This haphazard remark was altogether too | 


sweeping. The speaker might just as well 
have said that people have no timé to read 
newspapers. 

The truth is, people have no time to read 


some newspapers and: some editorials, but . 


they find time to read what is worth reading, 
when it is presented attractively in the proper 
shape. 

In this busy, rushing, electric age men 


condensed, full of meat ando the point is 
read by everybody. Such editorials may be 
found in all the brightest and most progress- 
ive newspapers of the day. ‘They deal only 
to a limited extent with opinions, specula- 
tions and reflections. As a rule they merely 
comment upon or elucidate current news, 
This makes them invaluable to readers who 
can not investigate for themselves, and Mr, 
Depew’s speeches show that he has for many 
years been a close reader of this branch of 
newspaper literature. 

People have no tinve to read a three-column 
editorial, when the facts and ideas in it 
might just as well have been boiled down 
into a fourth of that space. This may be 
what Mr. Depew means. In these days of 
hurry and worry, if you have anything to say 
in a speech, cut it short. If you must talk 
or write, cut it short. In other words, con- 
dense, boil down, squeeze!

MAKES AN ASSIGNMENT. 


THE 


Mr. G. V. Gress Is Made Assignee, and Will 
Keep the Factory Going So as to 
Wind Up the Business. 


The Southern Box Factory has made an- as- 
signinent. 

The cause leading to this action is the lack 
of money to continue the business. 

The deed of assignment was filed in the 
oftice of the clerk of superior court yesterday 
morning. ; 

Mr. G. V. Gress is the assignee, and with 
careful management the business will be made 
to pay out. 

Most the creditors are residents of the city 
of Atlanta. The indebtedness, which, . in 
round numbers, amounts to about $10,000, is 
in notes and accounts. 

There are notes of preferred creditors amount- 
ing to a jittle more than $700, and accounts of 
the same sort that run up toa little over $400, 
making in all between $1,100 and $1,200 
preferred. 

The remainder of the indebtedness is in 
notes and accounts, none of which are very 
large, so that no individual creditor will suffer 
heavily. 

The factory is still running, Mr. Gress hay- 
ing assumed charge of the business, and as- the 
factory supplies a number of large establish- 
ments, among which are the Atlanta glass 
works, the S. S. S. company, Biock’s candy 
factory and others whose demands are pressing 
and continuous, Mr. Gress has deemed it the 
best policy to keep the work going. 

Mr. Gress thinks that a satisfactory arrange- 
ment may be made with the creditors, and that 
ali the liabilities will be settied in due season 

The assets consist of the buildings and ma- 
chinery, with an unexpired lease on the two 
acres of land, at the corner of Glenn and 
Humphreys streets, where the factory is 
located. 

The Southern Box Factory was established 
May 1, 1886, Mr. J. H. Mecaslin being first 
president of the company. 

He signed for the lease of the eens fora 

eriod of ten years, so that the lease expires 

ay 1, 1896. 

Mr. J. W. Baum has been treasurer and 
manager. The factory has had a grand run of 
business, and is now turning out a jot of work. 
Finding that it was not able to continue busi- 
ness, as the declaration states, for lack of 
funds, the only fair and honorable course was 
to turn the property over to the creditors. 

Mr. Gress will calla meeting of the creditors, 
at as early a day as possible, and lay the whole 
matter before them.

These losses were al! recov- 
ered in the late dealings, with something in addition 
in almost every case. A few stocks showed extraor- 
dinary strength in the fina! rally and scored marked 
advances for the day.f The important movements of

Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, March 9.—The shorts in wheat surren- 
dered as gracefully as they could. Before the day 
wasover it was generaily conceded that Cudahy, as 
well as a host of bears of lesser note, had decided not 
to remain short over tomorrow, when the final govern- 
ment report of the weight of last year’s crop is due. 
The May future started at $1.01, sold at $1.01's, and 
olf to $1.00’;, and advanced to $1.02. Realizing sales 
carried it off to $1.015,@1.015,, but the demand at this 
figure was good. After fluctuating nervously around 
$1.02 sor some time the market was lifted to $1.02'<. 
This rise was due to the official closing quotations 
from Berlin, Paris, Antwerp, London wee | Sicseuoet. 
Allof these markets were ‘much higher. The price 
then sagged to $1.02'4, but was lifted to $1.025g. Taken 
altogether, the market was an exceedingly wild and 
nervous one. The fluctuations were so radical and 
frequent that it was a difficult matter at all times for 
brokers to fill orders. ‘ 

The opening in the corn market was at about the 
same price as it closed Saturday—58%(@%c for May and 
567,¢,for July. The receipts were liberal, amounting 
to 442 carloads, but only three carloads were up to the 
standard of contract grades. July corn was in especial 
request early inthe session, but May was equally 
clamored for toward the close. Sellers could scarcely 
be found at times, when the houses associated in the 
minds of thelocal traders with the bull deal were bid. 
ding up the market. May advanced toward the close 
to 614,c, and closed at6lc. July sold as high as 59'5c, 
sparingly at the extreme, and closed at 59c. 

The trade in oats was all of a scalping nature. The 
market was firm and active, scoring an advance of 1'.c 
on the strength in corn and the good buying of shorts, 
who are still fairly numerous. 

The provision market was very dull, and for a long 
time showed very littie affinity with the bulls in grain 
prices. Inthe end it advanced a little, but, from the 
appearance of the pit, better prices were submitted to 
under protest from the trade, which was weighted 
down with the continued heavy receipts of hogs, The 
estimates of 50,000 head at the yards this mornin}, and 
40,000 head expected tomorrow, more than bear out 
Saturday’s prediction.

Pacific—Other News. 


Yecterday was general passenger agents’ 


day in Atian‘a. 


There were present in the city Colonel B. 
w. Wrenn, of the East Tennessee road; Mr. 
sg, H. Hardwick, of the Georgia Pacific; Mr. 
p. G. Edwards, of the Queen and Crescent; 
wr. R. E. Lutz, of the Atlanta and West 
Point; E. T. Charlton, of the Central: 
Mr. W. -L. Danley, of the Nashville, 
Uhattanooga and St. Louis, and Mr. C; P. At- 
more, of the Louisville and Nashville. 

They held a meeting at the Kimball house, 
put as one of the gentleman expressed it— 

“We did nothing worth publishing. It was 
nothing but an informal talk about passenger 
sfairs in general.”’ 

And still the matter of the East Tennessee’s 
entrance to the union depotis in statu quo. A 
meeting of the managers of the roads holding 
proprietary interests in the depot was held yes- 
terday afternoon in the office of General 
Manager Tyler, of the Atlanta and West 
Point. There were. present, besides Captain 
Tyler, Major Greene, of the Georgia road; 
Captain Gabbett, of the Central, and Colonel 
Thomas, of the Western and Atlantic. The 
meeting was held for the purpose of settling 
the question of the East Tennessee’s entrance. 

“Was the question settled?’’ was asked of 

Captain Gabbett at the conclusion of the meet- 
ing. 
“Not yet,” hereplied. ‘“‘We found there 
were some matters connected with the case 
that required investigation, and that will be 
done during the ensuing week. Next Monday 
afternoon we will meet again in Captain 
yler’s office, when the question will be 
definitely settled.’’ 

“But will the East Tennessee be given 
formal permission to comein at that meeting ?”’ 

“I cannot promise that positively, but the 
outiook is favorable for the East Tennessee.’’

At 6 o’clock last evening the entire line of 
the Georgia Pacific road was open for business, 
and trains were arriving and departing on 
schedule time. 


The annual statement of the Norfolk and West- 
ern railroad presents an array of figures and re- 
sults of the ep business of that company that 
must be highly oe to every one of its stock 
and its bondholders. Briefly stated, the operatin 
expenses of that system and the taxes paid 
upon its properties aggregated but 64 per 
cent of its earnings. It has been able to 
meet all current and fixed charges; to pay unex- 
pectedly large dividends to its shareholders ; to add 
considerably to its sinking fund, and to put a 
handsome increase to its surplus account. The 
whole history of its successful progress is summed 
up in this statement—that during the year 1890 its 
gross earnings increased 17 per cent, its operating 
expenses (over a widely extended field) but 14 per 
cent, while its net earnings increased 22 per cent. 

Track laying is now in progress on the extension 
of the Mobile and Girard road. It is thought that 
the work will be completed by May Ist. 


The Krehbiel Palace Car Company, of Chicago, 
has been incorporated, with a capital:stock of 
$2,500,000. The company A gee to manufacture 
palace cars with the Krehbiel vestibule, which is 
entirely different from the Wagner or Pullman. 
To use it the projecting roof and platform of the 
cars have to be removed, and the vestibule is in- 
serted toform the connection. Instead of two 
narrow doors at each side,as in the Pullman, 
there is one wide door in the middie of each side. 
When these wide doors are closed the vestibule 
has an even floor the full width of the cars. 
Brakes and guard rails in their present form are 
abolished. The company has temporary shops at 
Cleveland, O., but it is the intention of the com- 
pany to ultimately establish works somewhere in 
the south.

Agent D. G. Edwards, of the Queen and Crescent, 
as 8a :

The projectors of the Middle Georgia and At- 
lantic railroad think that they have a bonanza in 
Hutchinson island, and are anxious to interest 
those identified in various railroad enterprises in 
its develepment, says The Savannah News. It 
is claimed that for a not very large sum of money 
that part of the island owned by the Seaboard 
Company can furnish terminal facilities for the 
convenience of acity of half a million people. 
The ideas of the value of the island enter- 
tained by those who bought the city’s 
holdings have run up land on other parts of the 
island to fabulous prices. One tract of 200 acres, 
which belonged to the estate of Waring, and 
which was sold six months ago for $2,000, is held 
at $50,000, and another similar strip along the 
river front, which changed hands afew years ago 
for $800,is now held at $20,000. These figures 
give only a faint idea of the boom on this island. 
» It is stated on very good authority that the Mid- 
die Georgiaand Atlantic, the South Bound ,rail- 
road, the Macon and Atlantic railroad and the 
Savannah, Americus and Montgomery railroad 
have united treir interests in terminals in this 
city, and will use Hutchinson island. 


Captain W. C. Tilton, of Murray county, is au- 
thority for the statement that a company, with 
ample capital, gee building a railroad from a 

int in Whithel county, connecting with the 

st Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad, to 
Ball Ground, in pie bang county, a distance of 
some thirty-five or forty miles, and thence, ulti- 
mately, on to Gainesville. This road will traverse 
the mineral sections of Murray and Cherokee 
counties to Ball Ground, where it will intersect 
the Knoxville Southern, or more generally known, 
the Marietta and North Georgia railroad, and at 
which point an extensive furnace will be built. 
The road will also include in its route the Jet Mar- 
ble Company’s property, in Whitfield county. 

The prime object in buMding such a railroad is 
to develop the mineral interests of the county 
through which it willrun. In Murray and Chero- 
kee counties are deposits of manganese and iron 
ores, which are said to be well nigh inexhausti- 
ble and rich beyond comparison, from 50 to 70 per 
cent being pure metal. e mineral wealth of the 
county aione, to say nothing of the agricultural 
resources, would insure a tremendous business to 
the road annually. 

Captain Tilton says the undertaking is no un- 
certainty, but will most assuredly be built, and 
that too before long. The projectors mean strictly 
business and have the wherewithal at their com 
mand to start the enterprise at any time. 


The Empire and Dublin road, it is stated, has 
been graded to Grovania, and the rails are all in 
hand to complete it to that place. 


The Norfolk and Western road will at once com- 
mence the erection at Norfolk, Va., of a $600,000 
union passenger and freight depot to accommo- 
date all the roads that use the belt line in that 
city.

The Rev. Dr. James G. Armstron 
of the Atlanta Philosophic aa or 

The first meeting of the society since the death 
of Dr. Armstrong was held last night. 

Atthe meeting Mr. Stanhope Sams offered the 
following resolutions, which were adopted by a 
rising vote, ordered put upon the minutes of the 
society, a signed copy to be sent to the family of 
Dr. Armstrong, and the daily papers are requested 
to publish them as passed: 


Whereas, The Atlanta Philosophic Society has 
sustained a great and irreparable lose in the death 
of Dr. James Glasgow Armstrong, one of its 
founders, and who, ever since its organization, 
had been its beloved and venerated president, the 
leader in its discussions and the kindly and vigil- 
ant watcher over its existence, the loving friend 
of its members, the cheerful and sure counselor 
in all its deliberations,-and the guide and voice of 
its best endeavor and its best aims; and, 

Whereas, Science and art have lost a student 
whose genius had long held aloft their beneficent 
light to the gaze and admiration of his fellow- 
men,and who died at his work in their honor, 
falling asleep after a night of vigil and patient, 
earnest labor in the field of his choice; and, 

W hereas, The city, the community and the state 
have losta worthy citizen, a kindly neighbor and 
an ardent a a scholar who illustrated past 
glories and present achievement, of broad culture 
and marvelous eloquence, and in whose death all 
humanity has lost a friend; and, 

Wheres, The wife and daughter, who so loved 
and se honored him living, and whose love and 
Sorrow are now his best monument and epitaph, 


reaches beyond earth’s grave and pierces the dusk 
onthe other side, reclaiming in the eternities 
what it loses in the brief years of time; 

Therefore, be it resolved, That this society 
recognizes and fully acknowiedges, with the re- 
morse of love, all that it owes to the guiding 
and forming influence of the noble sou! that has 
taken on immortality; that he correctly and elo- 
quently announced the true aims of science when 
he said, in his inaugural address, that its purpose 
18 to make us “more able to comprehend and solve 
the grand problems with which a catholic phil- 
osophy concerns itself,”” and saw its great de- 
mands when he prayed tor “the grace of pa- 
tience”’ in its study, and that these words have 
been as se that guided our feet, as his sage 
counsels had ever urged us forward to greater en- 
deavor; and 

Be it further resolved, That the warm sympathy 
of the members of this society goes out to the 
stricken hearts of his widow and daughter, and 
will abide with them till strength comes to bear 
the burden that must be borne, and hope springs 
anew in the room of sorrow; and 

Be it further resolved, That, as showing our best 
appreciation of his life’s effort and example—how 
he toiled at his appointed labor, till God’s finger, 
seaching through earth’s darkness and suffering,

Since 
coming to Atlanta they have been in the habit 
of going home every other week to spend 
Sunday. 

Last Tuesday night they both went to Dixon, 
and came back to Atlanta yesterday morning. 

At breakfast Allen complained of an illness, 
and Mr. Rogers refused to let him work, tell- 
ing him to rest for the day. 

Soon after breakfast Mr. Rogers went to his 
workin the yard, leaving Allen to spend the 
day at his boarding house. 

Just how Allen spent the day will never be 


known. 

It is known, however, that he left the board- 
ing house soon after dinner and came down 
town to get some medicine. 

Later in the afternoon the switch engine in 
the Western and Atlantic yards backed upon 
a sidetrack to take on some back cars near the 
Atlanta Cotton Factory. The engine moved 
back against the cars with some force, and the 
flagman who madé the coupling stepped out to 
signal the engineer to move on. Just then 
the flagman heard an unearthly groan, and 
stooping down looked under a Car. 

His hands, which were raised to motion the 
engineer on, dropped limp to his side. 

Inder the car he saw the mutilated body of 
@& man. , 

Straightening up quickly, 

“We've cut a man in two!’ 

The engineer heard the remark, and with 
his fireman went to the train. There with the 
aid of other members of the crew the man was 
removed to another part of the yard. 

His body was carried upon acar door while 
both limbs from the hips down, both badly 
crushed and cut, were carried by other mem- 
bers of the crew. 

He was quickly recognized by some of the 
yard men anda message was sent for his 
father-in-law. But before that gentleman ar- 
rived his own son, Who isinthe same squad, 
came up. é 

Allen looked at his brother-in-law, a faint 
smile coming to his lips.

The junior Rogers took the dying man by 
the hand, asking: 

“‘Are you suffering, Jim ?”’’ 

“No, it don’t hurt, But this will nearly 
kill Mary. I wish I could see her.’’ 

Then for quite a while he talked of his wife 
and baby, but finally his mind began to wan- 
der, and by the time his father-in-law reached 
him he wasirrational.
